REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

To the President and Membsrs of the White River Conference: 

We, your Board of Missions, are glad to report an increase in 
the missionary collections over last year. From the reports of the 
Presiding Elders, we find that our missionary charges have made 
some progress during the year. 

It is the opinion of the Board that there should be a closer re- 
lationship of sympathy and helpfulness between the stronger and 
weaker charges of the Conference, then we would have more lib- 
eral funds with which to develop the weaker points and give the 
Gospel to the unoccupied rural districts: 

We are profoundly impressed with the greatness of the op- 
portunity that the cause of Missions offers the Church of today. 
From the report of Dr. W. W. Pinson, Secretary of the General 
Board, we gather that the work in our various fields has enjoyed 
unusual prosperity during the past year; at the same time this 
extends the opportunity and increases the burden upon the Church, 
and makes necessary a greater supply of men and means. 

Dr. Cook, Assistant Secretary, assures us that unless the col- 
lections are increased, some of our missionaries must be called 
home. Hence, we would recommend that we raise our standard in 
the White River Conference to 50 cents a member for missions 
for the coming year. 

We desire to call attention to the resolutions passed by the 
Executive Committee concerning the great Missionary Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to be held June 26 to 29, 
1913, at the Southern Assembly Grounds, Waynesville, N. C. It is 
proposed that it shall be similar in scope and purpose to the me- 
morable New Orleans Missionary Conference of 1901. We would 
urge that the greatest possible number of our preachers and lay- 
men avail themselves of the rare opportunity which it offers. 

The following is a copy of the resolutions: 

“We, your Committee on Membership, beg leave to recom- 
mend — 

“First. That all the clerical members of all the Annual Con- 
ferences be asked to attend the Missionary Conference as the rep- 
resentatives of their respective Conferences, and furthermore, that 
official boards be invited to consider the importance of making 
such provisions as will insure the attendance of their pastors and 
Presiding Elders. 

“Second. That the Boards of Missions and the Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Societies of the various Conferences, and all our Church 
Schools be requested to appoint persons as their special represen- 
tatives in this Missionary Conference; provided, that at least one 
representative of each Church and each Woman’s Society be 
elected. 
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“Third. That any member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, attending and paying the registration fee shall be a mem- 
ber of the Conference, and be entitled to all its privileges.”

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Conference. 

Dear Brethren — We have had presented to us the claims of our 
Colleges and the General oBard of Education, and of the Depart- 
ment of Ministerial Supply and Training. 

Hendrix College. 

Last year was the best in the history of the College. The en- 
rollment was two hundred and twenty; more than half of them 
were genuine College students. The senior class was twenty-one, 
the freshmen of sixty-one was by far the largest in the history 
of the College. The spiritual life of the student body was good. 
A revival in January, conducted by Rev. E. R. Steel, resulted in 
several conversions, and a general toning up of the moral life. 
Four young men were called to the ministry. 

The financial condition of the College is improved. About one 
hundred and thirty thousand of the endowment has been collected 
and invested at an average of seven and three-fourths per cent. 
A steam heating plant has been installed at a cost of eight thous- 
and dollars. 

The Trustees have properly determined to honor the memory 
of Capt. W. W. Martin by erecting a group of buildings, to cost 
not less than one hundred thousand dollars, to be known as the 
Martin Memorial Group, consisting of a dormitory, a library, a 
science hall and a gymnasium. It is not known just how soon this 
may be accomplished, but we trust it may be done in the near 
future. 

The standards have been slightly raised. Fifteen instead of 
fourteen units are required for entrance, and sixty-two instead of 
sixty points for graduation. 

The statistics for Conference Minutes are as follows: 

Value of buildings and equipment, $90,000; endowment, $250,- 
000; professors, 12; and students, 220. 
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Galloway College. 

Inasmuch as there has been for the pist several years a 
strenuous campaign to endow Hendrix College, and practically 
nothing has been done for our young women. Therefore, we 
heartily endorse the movement of the Board of Trustees of Gallo- 
way College looking to increased buildings and the endowment of 
cf the institution. 

We ask, therefore, that this Conference endorse the selection 
of Rev. W. C. Watson as Commissioner of Education for Galloway 
College, and pledge him and the insLitution our hearty co-opera- 
t'on in bringing to pass the things that they have planned, namely, 
additional buildings and an endowment of one hundred thousand 
dollars. 

General Board of Education. 

The letter from the Secretary of the General Board of Educa- 
tion, which was referred to us by this Cor.fsrence, has been care- 
fully considered. 

We find it contains a number of suggestions and requests 
which tend to a better and more thorough organization of our 
educational work, and to a closer union of effort between the 
agencies of the General Conference and the Conference Boards of 
Education ? We recommend the adoption of the following resolu- 
tions: 

1. That in the future we co-operate with the General Board of 
Education in classifying the institutions of learning under our 
patronage. 

2. That all applications to the General Board of Education 
for aid, either from the School Extension Fund or the Loan Fund, 
shall be endorsed by the Conference Board of Education. 

3. That in the future this Conference observe the same prin- 
ciples and require the same conditions in giving recognition and 
aid to institutions under its care as the General Board of Educa- 
tion observes and requires in giving recognition and aid. 

4. That Rev. J. K. Farris and President J. M. Williams be ap- 
pointed delegates to the Educational Conference, to be held April 
27th to May 1st at Dallas, Texas, and that their expenses be de- 
frayed by this Board. 

5. That we express our hearty sympathy with the purpose of 
the General Board of Education to raise a loan fund for minis- 
terial education, and that the pastors of this Conference be hereby 
authorized to take a collection for this purpose in every Church 
of the Conference some time during the year, and forward the 
same to the Secretary of the General Board of Education at Nash- 
ville, Tenn. 

6. That we adopt the Constitution as suggested by the Gen- 
eral Board of Education. 
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Department of Supply and Training. 

The Department of Ministerial Supply and Training is charged 
with the responsibility of developing a more efficient ministry for 
the Church, and none of our connectional interests is of more im- 
portance. 

We heartily endorse the work the Department is doing, and 
pledge to it our active co-operation. 

1. In view of the great need of a larger supply of ministers 
and missionaries, we would commend the plan of observing Voca- 
tion Day on the last Sunday in September, 1913, and would urge 
our pastors and Sunday School superintendents to co-operate with 
the department in making it a great -success in winning workers 
for the ministry and mission fields of the Church. 

2. Again we would emphasize the importance of Presiding 
Elders and pastors furnishing to the Department of Ministerial 
Supply and Training the names and addresses of young men who 
feel called to preach, in order that they may be stimulated and 
guided in their preparation for the ministry. 

By doing so the twelve years which is the average length of 
time between their call to preach and their admission on trial can 
be greatly reduced, and they can be far better trained for their 
work. 

3. Further, we note with approval the action of the General 
Conference authorizing the raising of a connectional loan fund for 
the purpose of helping to educate young men preparing for the 
ministry. In view of what other churches have done in this regard, 
and the great need of such a fund in our own Church, we would 
call special attention to the General Conference author^ing pas- 
tors, wherever practical, to take a special collection for minis- 
terial education, and would recommend that any amount thus 
raised be forwarded directly to the Department of Ministerial 
Supply and Training, to be used in helping worthy young men. 

4. Finally, we rejoice in the continued prosperity of the Cor- 
respondence work, as indicated by the enrollment during the past 
year of 1,034 students. We feel that the time has come when all 
the under-graduates of our Conference ought to be required to 
pursue their studies by correspondence, but we would insist on 
their appearing before their respective examining committees for 
such examination as the committee may see fit to give. 

Recom mendations^ 

1. We recommend that Dr. L. E. Moore and F. M. Daniel be 
elected to succeed themselves as Trustees of Galloway College, and 
that J. D. Hammons be elected in place of Fred Little. 

2. That R. C. Morehead, Wm. R. Stuck and A. E. Holloway 
be elected to succeed themselves as Trustees of Hendrix College, 
and that J. D. Hammons be elected in place of Fred Little. 
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3. That J. M. Williams, J. K. Farris and R. C. Morehead be 
appointed commissioners to confer with a like commission from 
the Little Rock Conference, to make recommendations for a joint 
and equal ownership of Henderson-Brown College by the three Con- 
ferences of the State. 

4. That we endorse the application of Hendrix College to be 
classified as an “A Grade College.” 

5. That we recommend Galloway College to the General Board 
oi Education, to be classified as a college of the “B Class.” 

6. We endorse the re-appo ntment of Rev. James Thomas as 
Commissioner of Education for Hendrix College. 

7. That Rev. W. B. Hubbell be appointed business Manager 
of Hendrix College. 

8. That T. J. Boston be appointed a member of this Board 
of Education, in place of Dr. C. M. Fuson, and that R. E. Wild be 
appointed in place of J. F. Wills. 

9. That Rev. J. K. Farris be appointed Conference Secretary 
of Education. 

10. That the assessments on this Conference for education be 
as follows:

1. We note with pleasuie that the past year has been one of 
the best in the history of the General Board, and that the results 
through the past years fully justify the wisdom of the Church in 
projecting this organization. 

2. The handbook of 1912 is a volume of information, begin- 
ning with the organization in 1882, and closing with the last fiscal 
year; also contains some special features with reference to the 
Conference Board that have not before appeared in the annual re- 
port. This book should be in the hands of the laymen, as well as 
the preachers. 

3. Our Conference has contributed to Church Extension work 
through the General Board, from beginning of organization in

Your Committee on Books and Periodicals submit the follow- 
ing report: 

We would recommend that this Conference place itself on 
record as unqualifiedly commiending the work which is being done 
by the publishing houses of our great Church. The sales and 
profits of these houses continue to show a normal and healthy in- 
crease from year to year. The books and periodicals issuing from 
their presses in mechanical finish and literary quality are unsur- 
passed. These facts should be sources of deep satisfaction to all 
of our people, and should earn their most earnest commendation 
for the publishers. 

We note with regret that Anderson, Miller and Company are 
retiring from the book business. We would hereby give expression 
of our thanks to this company for their service and favors. 

The Christian Advocate, so long a welcome weekly visitor to 
so many Southern Methodist homes, continues to improve in liter- 
ary finish under the wise and able administration of the present 
editor. We would especially mention for commendation by this 
Conference the distinctly spiritual tone of its editorial columns. 

We as a committee feel that our Confeernce should emphasize 
the value of the Methodist Review, that great quarterly so splen- 
didly edited for our Church by Dr. Gross Alexander. This Con- 
ference should urge upon our preachers especially the importance 
of their availing themselves of this high-class educational and 
devotional literature. 

The Missionary Voice is most ably edited, and the low price at 
which it is offered makes it possible for it to have a place in every 
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Southern Methodist home. The educational work along missionary 
Lnes undertaken in this publication should commend it most highly 
to all of our people. We feel that our preachers and Church work- 
ers should emphasize the impoitance of this our only distinctively 
missionary publication being read by the members of their con- 
gregations. 

The Epworth Era and our Sunday School literature are all 
that could be asked. We would heartily commend their high 
adaptation to use in their respective departments of our Church 
work. 

We commend the work do e by our Ccnference organ, the 
Western Methodist, which has been so well edited by Dr. James A. 
Anderson. This paper has been made thoroughly interesting, but 
in a brotherly and uncritical spirit we would suggest that its man- 
agement take under consideration the advisability of giving place 
in its columns for more of the devotional and doctrinal in content, 
as perhaps a good sermon along one of these lines, from time to 
time, with a view to making it even more readable than it has been 
in the past, and to the more thoroughly indoctrinating our people. 

Your committee has had under consideration the plan pro- 
posed by Anderson, Miller and Company for the strengthening of 
the publicity department of our Conference by incorporating this 
paper. V/e recommend that a comimittee of two, consisting of Revs. 
J. K. Farris and B. L. Wilford, be appointed to thoroughly investi- 
gate the plan proposed, and to act as an editorial committee for 
our Conference, in conjunction with similar committees which have 
been elected by the other Co'nf^rences concerned, if in their judg- 
ment it is deemed advisable to project the paper upon this plan. 

Believing that a concerted end enthusiastic effort on the part 
of our pastors to increase the circulation of our Church periodicals 
would tend to promote interest in all departments of our Church 
activities, we therefore, following the precedent of our neighboring 
Conferences, recommend that the second Sunday in January be set 
apart as “Periodical Day,” in which emphasis shall be placed from 
our pulpits upon the importance of our people’s having at least one 
of our Church papers in the home, preferably the Conference organ, 
if it be felt that only one can be afforded.

We are in great need of the Teachers’ Training Class. Most 
of our Districts held Sunday School Institutes the past summer, and 
we are reaping benefits therefrom. 

Let us comply with the Discipline all along the line. 

We recommend the observance of the Birthday Day and Hos- 
pital Day, as suggested by Dr. Ellis. 

We gladly report that Children’s Day was more generally ob- 
served this year than usual, but some of the strongest appoint- 
ments failed to report anything to the Board. 

Let the pastor see that Children’s Day is observed in every 
congregation this year. 

Programs will be furnished free of charge, provided applica- 
tion is made to the Secretary of the Board. 

During the year we have received before Conference from 
Children’s Day collection $188; received from the Auditor, $135. 
Total, $323. Ten per cent of this has been sent to the General Sun- 
day School Board, leaving a balance of $290.77. 

After providing for needy schools and general expenses of the 
Board, we have a balance from last year of $78.24. This is sent to 
the General Sunday School Board for the endowment of a chair of 
Religious Pedagogy in Vanderbilt University.

Dear Brethren — We, your Co.Timittee on Bible Cause, desire to 
make the following report: 

We note with pleasure the great demand for the Word, and 
commend the zeal and work of the American Bible Society, British 
Bible Society, and all missionary and tract societies in spreading 
the Bible and Scriptures among the people. 

We especially praise the American Bible Society for its work 
in our Southland. 

We call the Conference’s attention to the Society’s appeal to 
us, and recommend that an assessment of $350 be made by this 
Conference for the year of 1913, to be distributed as follows: Fifty 
dollars to Batesville District, $75 each to Searcy, Paragould, Jones- 
boro and Helena Districts. The Secretary of the Board has received 
this year for the American Bible Society $114. 
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We also recommend our Church schools, which have placed the 
Bible in their curriculum, and urge our pastors to use their influ- 
ence to have the Bible placed in the curriculum of each of our 
Church schools.

REPORT OFTRUSTEE S OF ORPHANAGE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Conference. 

Dear Brethren— The Board of Trustees of the Methodist Orph- 
anage submit their annual report, as follows: 

The past year has been one for which we are profoundly grate- 
ful to cur Heavenly Father. There was no death, and very little 
sickness in the Home. The sickness was confined entirely to new 
children, that is to say, children having already contracted some 
ailment before coming into the Home. 

Our fiscal year runs from October 1st to September 30th. At 
the close of September 30, 1911, we had in the Home 29 children; 
during the year we received 18 and placed 14, leaving in the Home 
at present 32. During the existence of the institution we havef 
placed 158 children. If we had kept them all, we v/ould have now 
in the Home, including those still there, 190. With these we could 
have made a great showing, but we are fully confident tl^ we have 
pursued the wisest plan in making these 158 children permanent 
members of families. We not only relieved the Church of the bur- 
den of supporting them, but made the children happy and blessed 
the homes into which the children went. ' 

During the year we rejected 26 applications for children. We 
exact the best possible conditions, social, moral and educational, to 
surround the child before we will place it. We rejected every ap- 
plication that indicated that the applicant desired a servant. Our 
orphan children are entitled to happy homes, and as their guard- 
ians, we endeavor to see that only in such are they placed. We 
have not refused admission to any orphan child. In two instances 
we declined to take children whose father was living. The cases 
appealed strongly to our sympathies, but they were not within the 
letter or the spirit of the work of an orphanage. 

During the year Bro. Thornburgh collected $1,571.90, $275 of 
which was spent for furnishings, and the other for improvements 
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and to reduce the debt. The entire irdebtedness was reduced to 
$2,000. The total amount invested in the Home is $31,567.42. The 
value of the property, however, far exceeds the amount invested. 

The internal management of the institution has been very sat- 
isfactory. It is a well goverred home and a happy family. The 
amount contributed by the three Conferences for the running ex- 
penses of the Home was $3,148.50. The expenses were $3,569.12, 
showing a d:ficit of $510.62, which admonishes us that the full 
amount, assessed must be collected or the assessments will have to 
be raised.

REPORT OF TEMPERANCE COMMITTEE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Conference. 

Dear Brethren — W’^e reaffirm our antagonism to the liquor 
traffic and stand uncompromisingly in favor of state-wide prohibi- 
tion. We#egret exceedingly that the state-wide bill was defeated, 
but we rejoice that the majority of the white voters of the State 
voted in favor of it. That which brought about its defeat was the 
vote of thirty-five thousand negroes against it. Doing away with 
the negro vote, it is easily seen that state-wide prohibition would 
have won by a majority of over fiftren thousand. 

We recommend the appoint ment of Revs. W. F. Walker, B. L. 
Wilford, F. P. Jernigan, Hayes Howell and Layman Geo. P. Murrell 
as Representatives of this Conference on the Anti-Saloon League 
Board of Trustees. 

We further recommend the appointm.e’' t of Revs. Hayes 
Howell and R. C. Morehead as Delegates from this Conference to 
the Inter-State Commerce Conference, which meets at Washington, 
D. C., Decem.ber 16, 1912, in the interest of the passage of the Ken- 
yon bill (Senate Bill No. 4043). 

We also recommend that the following resolution be adopted 
by this Conference: 
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“Resolved, By the White River Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in session at Newport, Ark., that we re- 
spectfully request Senators James P. Clarke and Jeff Davis to lend 
their vote and aid to the passage of the Kenyon bill (S. B. No, 
4043), prohibiting liquor shipments into dry territory.” 

And the secretary be requested to wire them as above.

James Frank Armstrong. 

Bro. J. F. Aimstrong was born in Gibson County, Tennessee, 
May 11, 1842, and passed to his home “over there” December 22, 
1911. His departure was from the home of his oldest son. Judge 
M. R. Armstrong, Pocahontas, Ark. He was buried in the Janes 
Cemetery, near Ravenden Springs, beside his wife and several chil- 
dren. Of Bro. Armstrong’s early life I cannot write. When 19 
years old he joined the Conference in West Tennessee. From his 
natural disposition I am sure he was a good boy and a prudent 
young man. 

The minutes of the White River Conference show that he was 
received into this Conference from the Memphis Conference, held at 
Batesville November, 1871. I have no record of his appointments 
until 1884, though he was actively engaged in pastoral work during 
this time. From that date until his death we find the following 
record : 

Silcam Circuit, 1884-5; C'^lam’ne Circuit, 1886-7; Jonesboro 
Circuit, 1888; Walnut Hill Circuit, 1889-90; Imboden Circuit, 1891; 
Clover Bend Circuit, 1892; Smithville Circuit, 1893; Walnut Hill, 
1894-5; Calamine Circuit, 1896. 

At the Conference of 1897 he was present but the minutes do 
not show what work assigned. 

He was on Beebe Circuit in 1898 and Viola Circuit in 1899. 

This was the last year he was on the effective list. From then 
on until he passed away he was on the Honor Roll. 

In June, 1911, at Center Church, Tennessee, near his childhood 
home, he preached his last sermon. He leaves two chMren, Judge 
M. R. Armstrong of Pocahontas and Prof. Richard .fflmistrong of 
Oklahoma. With a, large company of friends, the two sons had the 
sad pleasure of attending their father’s funeral. 

Bro. Armstrong was a good man. In him was no guile or de- 
ceit. He was strictly honest and always jealous of the good name 
of his Church and brethren, and very appreciative of any favor 
shown him; a faithful preacher and pastor, who always served 
circuits — some hard ones — but he did not complain. 

To him the vo'ce of the Church was the voice of the Lord. I 
saw him a few weeks before his death. He was resigned, patient, 
waiting. His Lord found him watching, ready. 

He never had a great deal of this world’s goods, but he laid up 
treasures in Heaven, and was rich in faith. 

His two sons are bright and useful men, but not religious. May 
their good father’s death be sanctified to their salvation.

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William Michael Watson. 

Rev. W. M. Watson, an old and honored and greatly beloved 
member of the White River Conference, is no more among us. He 
was born in Lauderdale County, Tennessee, January 20, 1839, and 
was taken to his home in Heaven from his earthly home in Gains- 
ville. Ark., at 2 a. m. May 17, 1912. Between these dates, birth and 
death, covering a period of 73 years and a few months, we have 
the life of this departed brother. The work he did, the afflictions 
he suffered will never be written here, but is “over there.” He was 
a sufferer from asthma. 

Bro. Watson found Christ as a personal Saviour at a prayer 
meeting in a private home at Old Scatterville in 1856. He came 
to Arkansas in 1863. 

He was ordained in the Baptist Church, and received into the 
Methodist Church as an ordained minister at Gainesville Quarterly 
Conference January 13, 1866. 

Having been soundly converted, he is now thoroughly converted 
to the doctrine and polity cf Methodism, and to the day of his 
death the Church had no more loyal son or faithful servant. 

Bro. Watson was received into the Arkansas Conference on 
trial September 20, 1867. He served the following charges: 

Gainesville Circuit, 1868-69-70. At the close of this year the 
White River Conference was organized and he became a charter 
member. During 1872-3-4 he served Pocahontas; Gainesville Cir- 
cuit, 1875-6-7. From 1878 to 1883, five years that he received ap- 
pointn:ents and worked faithfully, but I have no record of the 
names of his charges; Gainesville Circuit; 1884-5-6; Sulphur Rock 
Circuit, 1887; Marion Circuit, 1888; Gainesville Circuit, 1889-90; 
Lorado Circuit, 1891; Shiloh Circuit, 1892-3-4-5; Paragould Circuit, 
1896-7-8-9 ;|||rrinity Circuit, 1900-1-2; Boydsville Circuit, 1903; 
Larado Circuit, 1904; Pocahontas, 1905; Paragould, 1906; Gaines- 
ville, 1907-8. 

At this time, his health failing, he took a superannuate rela- 
tion, but the latter part of the year he served Knobel charge. 
Knobel Circuit, 1910-11. 

At the Conference at Blytheville a year ago, Bro. Watson re- 
luctantly requested that his name be referred to the Committee on 
Conference Relations for the superannuated relation. It was 
granted. He said, “When spring opens I want a little work if I can 
get it.” But after Conference his condition grew worse until the 
end came. 

Bro. Watson served several vrorks a number of years. He 
never wore out. Where he served most he was loved most. He 
was a very humble man, naturally timid, never sought position or 
special recognition; however, but few men were better preachers 
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He was twice married. To Miss Amanda Granade December 
5, 1861; to Miss Laura J. Rhodes December 22, 1881. He leaves 
a wife and nine children to mourn their loss. His funeral was 
from the Old Church at Gainesville. His body sleeps in the ceme- 
tery at that place. With our dear good brother it was light at 
evening time. M. M. SMITH. 

Robert Henry Girssett. 

Bro. Grissett was born in Bradley County Arkansas, Novem- 
ber 6, 1848. When about 22 years of age he was converted and 
in the year 1874 he joined the Church at LaCross, Ark. He was 
licensed to preach August 27, 1885, and was admitted into the 
White River Annual Conference at Jonesboro, Ark., December 15, 
1886, and appointed to State Line Mission as his first appoint- 
ment. After this he served the following charges: 

S l:am Circuit, 1888; Pocahontas, 1889; Warm Springs Cir- 
cuit, 1890; Walnut Hill Circuit, 1891-92; Clover Bend Mission, 
1893; Siloam Circuit, 1894; Newport Mission, 1895; Oil Trough 
Mission, 1896-97-98; Cedar Grove Circuit, 1899-1900; Ash Flat 
Circuit, 1901; Mountain View, 1902-03; Bethesda Circuit, 1904; 
Wyville Circuit, 1905-06; Cato Circuit, 1907-08; Vilonia Circuit, 
1909-10; Wolfe Bayou Mission, 1911. 

At our last Conference Bro. Grossett was appointed to St. 
Francis Mission. He commenced his year’s work cheerfully and 
was doing a good work. He had made a fine impression on his 
people and was anticipating a year of good results. However, 
he was sad; the good wife who had been such a help and stay to 
him during all the years of his labor and toil, was not with him. 
She went to Heaven about the year before the call that trans- 
lated Bro.
